‘Cash-for-crash’ car 
scam costs millions

MORE than 5,000 ‘cash for 
crash’ car insurance scams 
were recorded in Luton last 
year. 

It is one of the fastest 
growing crimes in the coun¬ 
try and costs insurers tens 
of millions of pounds a year. 

These extra costs are 
passed on to motorists in 
higher premiums, as well as 
the fact that victims lose 
their no-claims bonus. 

The scam works by crooks 
forcing a minor accident at 
junctions roundabouts, or 
traffic lights. 

One driver, or sometimes a 
team of two, will engineer a 


shunt and claim you have 
caused it. 

For example, a car in front 
on a roundabout will brake 
suddenly, forcing you to do 
the same and the vehicle 
behind will accuse you of 
hitting it. 

They will then ask for your 
insurance details. 

When they contact the 
insurance company, many 
of the details will have 
changed. 

While the person was orig¬ 
inally alone, he or she will 
now have had three chil¬ 
dren in the back. 

This is because each child 
can get £7,250 for whiplash. 

The damage will be much 
worse and they will need a 


car as theirs is off the road. 

For example, for a taxi hit 
in the rear bumper, dam¬ 
age only costs £1,200 to 
repair, but after recovery, 
storage, hire of another taxi 
and whiplash, final costs 
amount to £24,000. 

Police rarely investigate 
these days, either the 
accident or the scam. An 
insurance investigator told 
us: “These are definitely 
not urban myths. 

“It is a multi-million 
pound fraud. 

“It is important to know 
what is going on and I can 
give the following advice if 
anyone is involved in a 
slight damage road traffic 
accident.” 


WHAT YOU SHOULD DO 

■If no injury is sustained, to 
comply with the law, you only 
have to give your name and 
address, registration number 
of the vehicle and the details 
of the owner, if different from 
the driver 

■Confirm with other parties if 
any injuries have been 
sustained. If there have been, 
then exchange insurance 
details and report the 
accident to the police 
■Confirm the number of 
occupants in all vehicles, also 
their position seated in the 


vehicle. This is due to the 
number of bogus ghost 
passengers who claim 
after the event 
■If you have a mobile phone 
with a camera, take pictures 
of the location, damage to all 
vehicles - old and new 
damage - and of the 
occupants if possible 
■Take note if vehicles are 
driven away after the impact 
due to the amount of bogus 
recovery claims 
■Refuse all help from 
Accident Shops, text messag¬ 
es and emails offering help 


with your accident claim. They 
will all increase your final bill. 
A lot of the claims regarding 
false whiplash injuries, vehicle 
recovery, accident damage 
quotes, doctors and solicitors’ 
letters are excessive and 
fraudulent 

■Contact your insurance legal 
department and make it 
known if you think the 
accident circumstances are 
suspicious 

■If you feel threatened at the 
scene of an accident call 999 
■Check if the area is covered 
by CCTV

“However, I firmly 
believe that we have 
selected the individual 
best suited to the needs of 
Bedfordshire Police and 
our local communities, 
in line with my overall 
objective of a safer 
Bedfordshire.”

‘No pleasure’ at guilty 
verdict in murder trial

THE grandfather of Delaney 
Brown said that he derives ‘no 
great pleasure' from seeing the 
teenager's one-time friend, Kyle 
Beckford, jailed for 24 years for 
his murder. 

Delaney Brown was killed after 
being deliberately knocked from 
a bicycle as he rode along the 
pavement in Vincent Road, 
Leagrave on September 5, 2012. 

During the trial the jury heard 
how a stolen silver BMW, driven 
by Beckford, had mounted the 
pavement and hit the bike 
Delaney Brown was riding, 
causing fatal injuries. 

Beckford, 22, of Waleys Close, 
Luton pleaded not guilty to mur¬ 
der but during the trial, which 
began on April 29, offered a 
guilty plea to manslaughter. 

On Wednesday, the jury found 
him unanimously guilty of the 
murder of Delaney Brown and he 
was sentenced to life in prison 
with a 24-year minimum term. 

At a press conference following 
the verdict, Delaney Brown 
Senior, said: “It is very sad to 
know that Delaney Brown’s life 
was extinguished with no justifi¬ 
able cause and his full potential 
not realised, by the hand of 
someone who was once called a 
friend.

“Although the right justice has 
been served, it gives us no great 
pleasure to see a young man be 
in incarceration for a long time 
and we hope that one day he will 
show remorse for his actions.” 

During the trial it was heard 
how Delaney and Kyle Beckford 
had been friends, but as they 
grew up they had both drifted 
into rival gangs. 

It was claimed that Beckford 
was part of the ‘Marsh Farm 
Gang’with Delaney Brown being 
a member of the ‘Lewsey Farm 
Gang.’ 

It was said that in the weeks 
and months leading up to the 
murder, there were a number of 
‘violent incidents between these 
groups’.

At one point, a meeting was 
held in a McDonalds restaurant 
involving members of both gangs 
and their parents and family in 
an attempt to calm the situation. 

But after believing that the 
Lewsey Farm gang, including 
Delaney Brown, had shown “dis¬ 
respect” at the funeral of 
Beckford’s grandfather, the 
22-year-old decided on revenge. 

During sentencing, Judge 
Richard Foster said that he hoped 
that the case would send a mes¬ 
sage to those committing crime 
associated with gangs that they 
would be shown no mercy by the 
courts. 

He added: “There can be no 
excuse for the men of this town 
to live in this gang culture.”

Teenager arrested and released over Marsh Farm shooting 


A TEENAGER arrested on suspicion of 
attempted murder following the shooting of a 
16-year-old boy has been released on bail 
pending further enquiries. 

The arrest, pictured, of the 19-year-old was 
made by armed response officers on 
Wednesday afternoon in Marsh Farm. Police 
had been out in force following the increase in 
the number of incidents involving firearms in 
the town in recent months. See feature pl6-17. 

Since Sunday, the number of officers patrol¬ 
ling Marsh Farm has doubled in a bid to 
reassure the public and ensure offenders who 
carry guns or weapons in public are stopped 
and arrested. 

The incident in which a 16-year-old was shot 


in the back happened during the early hours of 
Saturday, May 11, in Thricknells Close, Marsh 
Farm. 

It was the 16th incident involving a firearm to 
have taken place in the town since January. 

The victim remains in a serious but stable 
condition in hospital but is sitting up and talk¬ 
ing with detectives, family and friends. His 
injuries are still under review but it has been 
suggested that he may not walk again. 

The police, who have admitted that they are 
‘struggling’ to get witnesses to come forward 
to give evidence, have now offered a £1,000 
reward to anyone who gives information that 
leads to the arrest and conviction of an offend¬ 
er who is involved in gun crime in the town.

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Busway costs claimed 
to be running on track

EXPENDITURE on the controversial 
Luton Dunstable Busway is ‘within 
budget', a councillor has claimed. 

Cllr Dave Taylor said Luton Council 
was continually monitoring the con¬ 
struction costs of the busway - which 
have risen by more than £4million - 
but added that the costs for the entire 
project were on track. 

Earlier this year Luton on Sunday 
revealed that construction costs for 
the busway had risen from the initial 
contract price of £51.6m to a ‘target 
cost’ of £55.7m. 

And Luton and Central Bedfordshire 
councils still have a shortfall of £5.2m 
in their required contributions to the 
£89.2m government-funded scheme. 

Cllr Taylor was speaking following 
the council’s demonstration on 
Thursday of how buses will run once 
the busway is operational. 

The scheme is currently behind 
schedule and is expected to be open to 
the public in late August. 

He said: “We are in constant com¬ 
munication with BAM Nuttall over 
their claims for the construction costs. 

“It’s currently within the budget of 
£90million, which is budget for the 
whole cost of the busway, and includes 
costs for things such as land acquisi¬ 
tion. 

“We can only work with an estimate 
at the moment - until we get the actual 
costs - so we are just waiting for the 
conclusion of the busway and then we 
can work out the final cost. 


“It’s difficult to say what the final 
cost will be because it’s not been 
completed but we have people project 
managing it and monitoring it 
every day”. 

Luton Council has reserves of £15m 
set aside for capital projects such as 
the busway and Cllr Taylor said this 
was one of ‘several options’ the 
authority was looking at to meet any 
additional funding costs. 

He added that both councils did not 
want any possible shortfall to add an 


‘extra burden on taxpayers’. 

The scheme has been been under 
constant criticism from the Liberal 
Democrats, with their deputy Cllr 
Martin Pantling, labeling it a 
‘misguided busway’. 

In February the Lib Dem leader Cllr 
David Franks said: “It is no surprise to 
me that the busway looks like leaving 
a £9.3M headache. The scandal is that 
none of the senior Labour councillors 
seems to have seen it coming and they 
are still denying it’s a problem.”

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Jury clears driver 
in ‘neglect’ case

A COUNCIL driver who left an 
88-year-old woman on a bus 
overnight for 14 hours has 
been cleared of neglect. 

Susan McLaughlin, 43, of 
Brunei Road, had been on trial 
at Luton Crown Court after 
Joan Cook, an elderly 
Alzheimer’s sufferer, had been 
left on her minibus which was 
locked overnight in a depot on 
April 29 last year. 

She had pleaded not guilty to 
a charge of neglect, contrary 
to Section 44 of the Mental 
Capacity Act 2005 and the jury 
took only 20 minutes to clear 
her. 

Earlier in the day she told the 
court she had been distracted 
by ‘chatter’ over her radio 
about a missing child that 
should have been collected by 
another driver. 

This led to Mrs Cook spend¬ 
ing 14 hours trapped on the 
bus. McLaughlin discovered 
the 88-year-old was still on the 
vehicle when she came into 
work the next day. 

Mrs Cook was still in the 
same seat and had not moved. 

The driver told the court: “I 
felt bad, I felt sick and I was 
shaking. I couldn’t believe she 
was still on the bus. I still can’t 
believe how I left her on that 
bus.” 


Mrs McLaughlin also said 
her council employers were 
partly to blame for not ensur¬ 
ing she had an escort on the 
minibus that afternoon, along 
with the 88-year-old’s carers, 
who didn’t even know she was 
missing overnight. 

She had worked for Luton 
Borough Council for 16 years 
and, for five years, had been a 
driver. 

Her job was to ferry young¬ 
sters to schools in Luton and 
elderly people to day centres. 

Outside court, one of Mrs 


Cook’s four daughters, Ann 
Holloway, said: “We are very 
disappointed. It seems an 
open invitation now to forget 
someone on board the bus 
because nothing will happen. 

“Anyone can turn round now 
and say I am sorry I forgot.” 

Mrs McLaughlin’s father 
Tom Stevens, who was in court 
for the verdict, said: “She lost 
her job over this and she is still 
stressed out by what hap¬ 
pened. She won’t leave the 
house. But we want to thank 
the jury.”

When the going gets

I T was not a matter of if 
but when.

That is no reason not to 
fight for change and is also 
no reason to get rid of institu¬ 
tions, or simply pretend they 
do not exist, or matter. 

It is also worth remember¬ 
ing a few political facts about 
the UK and the EU - mainly 
that it all came about under 
Conservative governments. 

So the Conservatives, even 
those who are allegedly anti- 
European, have blood on 
their hands. 

Two ex-ministers who 
would leave the EU, Nigel 
Lawson and Michael Portillo, 
were members of the 
Conservative governments in 
the 1980s and 1990s, so could 
have acted when they were in 
power, instead of jumping on 
the current bandwagon. 

Now the Conservatives are 
going to publish draft legisla¬ 
tion on a vote on whether to 
leave the EU, which will not 
become law. 

Some of them are even 


opposing their own Queen’s 
speech, with an amendment 
regretting there was no men¬ 
tion of an in-out referendum. 

Virtually the whole of the 
rest of Europe is now in the 
EU, which has become the 
largest economy in the world. 

And we are going to leave it 
because a few Tories don’t 
like it when the EU gives us 
human rights and is over- 
bureaucratic? We won’t be 
able to go to the USA instead 
because they want to deal 
with the EU. 

Ah, but we can go to Asia. 

So how come, with ah our 
ties, that Germany has great¬ 
er exports to most Asian 
countries, including India, 
than we do? Germany does 
not seem to be stifled by 
regulation. 

It sounds like excuses to 
me. That will change if we get 
off our backsides and work to 
produce what the world 
wants, at prices it can afford. 

Not by having an anti-Euro¬ 
pean tantrum every time the 
going gets a little tough.

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‘Witnesses need 
to come forward' 


THIS week, 22-year-old Kyle 
Beckford was sentenced to a 
minimum of 24 years in pris¬ 
on for the murder of teenager 
Delaney Brown, who died 
after being run over by a car. 

This conviction was made 
possible due to the written 
witness statements and 
evidence that was given to 
the police. 

With 16 incidents involving 
firearms having taken place 
in town since the turn of the 
year, including the murder of 
46-year-old Paul Foster, 
Bedfordshire Police have 
made a fresh appeal for 
witnesses to volunteer 
information. 

At an emotional press 
conference on Wednesday 
afternoon, Delaney Brown’s 
grandfather thanked the 
bravery of witnesses that 
had come forward to help 
with the case. 

Delaney Brown Senior said: 
“Without their statements 
this case would not even have 
been heard. 

“I urge members of the 
community to work with 
police. Do not allow 
criminals to feel they can 
go around causing serious

been made for witnesses to give evidence 


harm without facing 
the consequences.” 

After the conviction, the 
force’s attention is now 
focused on finding those 
responsible for using guns in 
the town, and in particular 
the person who killed Paul 
Foster five weeks ago. 

At the press conference, 
Detective Superintendent Jeff 
Hill said: “A number of people 
can provide information in 
relation to the build up and 
events of the night Paul 
Foster was murdered, and 
they have still not made 
statements. 

“If you have concerns for 
yourself of family, talk to us 
about it - we have measures 
we can put in place to address 
these fears. 

“There is a perception that 
assisting the police makes 
you an informant - this is 


absolutely not the case. 

“Until we change this view 
we will always find it incredi¬ 
bly difficult to bring to justice 
these cowards that run 
around with guns. 

“My message is simple, 
carrying a gun does not 
make you a man, a leader 
or courageous. 

“Brave men stand up and 
are counted and stand up for 
what is right. 

“Put simply, cometh the 
hour, cometh the man. 

“When you find that cour¬ 
age my officers are waiting. 

“If you don’t, when you look 
in the mirror know it is your 
lack of action that prevents 
your community being a 
safer place.”

STAR TREK: INTO DARKNESS (12A)

Director: JJ Abrams 


IF NEW Star Wars director JJ Abrams 
- brought in by Disney to extend the 
George Lucas universe - now bows 
out of the Star Trek franchise, then 
he has at least set it up for the next 
generation. 

To be honest, this sequel to his 
excellent 2009 reboot only solidly 
adds to the existing template 


without being sensational - but does 
what is required in terms of a sum¬ 
mer blockbuster. 

British Sherlock star Benedict 
Cumberbatch revels in his villainous 
performance as power-enhanced 
terrorist John Harrison, who has 
been tracked to a desolate Klingon 
homeworld by Enterprise crew - 
including the returning Kirk (Chris 
Pine), Spock (Zachary Quinto), 
Uhura (Zoe Saldana), Bones (Karl 
Urban) and Scotty (Simon Pegg) - 
after several attacks on federation 
targets. 

Even though it is a tad bloated, for¬ 
tunately Into Darkness has enough 
touches of ingenuity from Abrams - 


Trekkie references, comedic touch¬ 
es, action set-pieces, emotional 
moments - to make this a sequel that 
is efficiently likeable. 

One could argue it probably doesn’t 
evolve into the breathtaking five- 
star spectacle that it could have been 
- but if Abrams makes this kind of 
progress with Star Wars then the 
new sequel trilogy is undoubtedly in 
good hands. 

Into Darkness is ‘one small step’ 
instead of ‘one giant leap’ - but he 
has boldly taken this popular series 
to the next level with his expert 
guidance.

ALEX Lawless had no qualms 
about snubbing two League One 
clubs - as he believes Luton Town 
are on their way back to the big 
time. 

The club’s player of the year was 
tipped to leave Kenilworth Road 
this summer after the Hatters 
endured another season of frus¬ 
tration in the Blue Square Bet 
Premier, and a pair of clubs in the 
English third tier did indeed 
come knocking for the Welsh 
midfielder’s services. 

He didn’t mind turning them 
down to sign a new two year 
Hatters deal though as he thinks 
Luton have the prestige to match 
many sides who are above them 
in the football pyramid. 

“As I grew up as a boy and a 
young footballer I was aware of 
the history and tradition of Luton 
Town,” he said. 

“We were once a club riding 
high in the top two divisions. 

“With the fan base and players 
and management we’ve got in 


place, I certainly think we can get 
back there. 

“Since I’ve been at this club 
there’s been a determination 
about the place to get back into 
the League and go onwards and 
upwards from there.” 

Lawless became a Hatter in 
November 2010 and very much 
gives the impression that he has 
unfinished business at 
Kenilworth Road, and that he is 
not prepared to move on until his 
goals have been achieved. 

“I came here to get promoted,” 
he said. “I have a burning desire 
to get promoted with this club. 

“It’s unfortunate that in the past 
four seasons promotion hasn’t 
been achieved but this time I can 
see it - I can feel it - I’m hugely 
positive about next season and 
beyond. 

“Over the years I’ve come to feel 
a part of this club and I want to 
help it get promoted. 

“Everyone has ups and downs in 
football. We endured the extreme 
low of losing in two play-off finals 
and, after this season’s failure to 
make the play-offs, it makes you 
realise how hard you have to work 
if you want to be successful.”
